Dear  Mr.  President, 

Some  ten  years  ago,  one  of  the  iron  pillars 
or  columns  formerly  marking  the  boundary  between  Canada  and 
the  United  States  from  the  St.  Lawrence,  eastward,  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  University,  and  it  was  erected  on  the  Univer¬ 
sity  lawn,  just  about  a  hundred  feet  north  of  the  University 
near  the  foot-walk.  The  erection  itself  was  a  formal  occa¬ 
sion  in  which  the  late  President  D.C. Gilman,  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  specially  officiated.  On  this  occasion 
which  was,  in  some  measure,  of  an  international  character. 
President  Gilman  emphasised  the  view  that  learning  has  no 
international  boundaries,  and  he  expressed  the  wish  that  the 
pillar  or  column  should  be  a  perpetual  reminder  of  that  fact/ 
to  the  students  of  the  University  of  Toronto.
